tin defendant was not guilty because of 
insanity. There was clearly no element 
of self defense in the ease. 
In discuss­ 
ing the plen 
of insanity the judge 
charged the jury th a t the lnw pre­ 
sumed every man to be sane and that 
the burden of proof was upon tho de­ 


fendant to show insanity. 
It was not 
necessary, however, to prove this be 
yond a reasonable doubt, but by a fair 
preponderance of tho evidence. 
In 
touching upon 
the 
evidence offered 
showing insanity, the court said th at 
while expert testimony was not binding 
upon tho jury it was entitled to atten­ 
tion. 
Tho plea of insanity should al­ 
ways lie carefully scrutinized by tho 
jury. 
He did not instruct the jury as 
to what constituted a reasonable doubt, 
saying th a t ho believed it would con­ 
fuse tho jury more than it would en­ 
lighten them.

There was a small number of onlook 
ers present in the district court thiq 
Friday, morning called thereby the hope 


that the jury in tho Towers murder 
case would be ready to bring in a ver­ 


dict. 
Court was called to order by 
Judge McClenahan and the trial of tho j 
State vs. Holmblad was taken up when 


a rap sounded on tho door of the jury 
room. Thoro was an instant hush at 
five minutes past nine as the bailiff re­ 


ported that tho jury had agreed on a 
verdict. 
Messengers were sent at once 


for the sheriff to bring in the defendant 
and the attorneys in the case were sum ­ 
moned. The first to appear was the de­ 


fendant, who looked slightly paler than 


on previous days and was somewhat 
more nervous than heretofore, but be 


recognized various acquaintances with 
a nod of his head. 
While waiting for 


Judge Fleming, tho prisoner’s attorney, 
to appear, the trial of the Holmblad 
case was proceeded with, and though 


John Rassmussen, the complaining wit­ 


ness, was undergoing one of Attorney 
Ryan’s 
searching cross-examinations, 


there was little interest shown, the con­ 


stantly increasing crowd being uneasy. 
It was just a half hour from the time 
tho agreement was announced until tho 


jury filed into the court room and took 
their seats. Judge McClenahan asked 


them if they had agreed on a verdict 
and tho reply was in the affirmative, J. 


J. Stearns stepped forward and hand­ 


ing the verdict to Clerk Johnston, who 
handed it to Judge McClenahan, who 
read it and handed it back to Mr. Jo h n ­ 


ston, who faced the jury and road the 


verdict aloud, as above. 
A slight tremor passed over the frame 
of the defendant and his face twitched 
for a moment and he then turned to 
speak to his attorney, Judge Fleming, 
who sat beside him. 
His brother, Al­ 
fred Towers, was sitting beside him at 
the time, but Mrs. Towers was not pres­ 
ent in court when the verdict was read. 
Judge McClenahan asked the jury if 
th at was their verdict and they replied 
th a t it was. 
He then thanked the jury 
for the patience with which they had 


borne tho seclusion and expressed re­ 
gret that ho had deemed it necessary 
to do so. 
He then excused them from 
further duty at this ter n of court. 
J. 
J. Stearns rose anil in behalf of the 
jury thanked the judge for his kindness 
he had extended to the jury. 
Judge McClenahan announced th a t 
ha would defer sentence until Saturday. 
Judge Fleming asked th at tho time of 
passing sentence bo left open 
until he 
could 
c o n f e r by phone with Mr. Hall, 
who was in Minneapolis. The judge re­ 
plied that ho would defer sentence 
till 
Monday morning if so desired which 
was done. 
Punishment for m urder in the third 
degree, under the statutes of Minne­ 
sota, is imprisonment in the peniten­ 
tiary for from seven to thirty years. 
It is reported on tho street that the 
jury came to a practical agreement 
about midnight Thursday night. 
On 
the first ballot there are said to have 
boon eight for murder in the third de­ 
gree and four for acquittal. 
Murder iii 
the first degree was not, it is said, seri­ 
ously considered. 
Tho court room was crowded to sulTo- 
eation Thursday afternoon to hear the 
plea of Attorney Hall for the life and 
liberty of Henry Towers. 
In fact the 
crowd was so great th a t the occupants 
of the auditor’s office became frightened 
at the creaking or cracking of the floor 
and Judge McClenahan was notified. 
Ile made au examination and could see 
no danger and tho hearing proceeded, 
few of the spectators knowing of the 
incident. 
The plea of Mr. Hall was var­ 
iously commented upon, the opinions 
apparently being colored by tho lean­ 
ings of the one talking. 
He finished 
speaking shortly after four o’clock and 
Judge McClenahan then proceeded to 
deliver his charge to the jury. 
He occu­ 
pied about half an hour in giving the 
jury the law as applied to the case in 
consideration. 
He defined the three de­ 
grees of murder and also justifiable 
homicide. The plea of justifiable homi­ 
cide he said could not be considered in 
the present case, nor could the plea of 
self defense. To the latter instruction 
Attorney Hall made an exception of 
record. 
The verdict, Judge McClenahan said, 
m ust be one of the three degrees of 
murder or acquittal because of insanity. 
If the latter, then the law required 
th a t the jury state in the verdict th at

Mississippi River Would be Big 


Factor in Transportation of 


Iron Ore 


Aitkin Republican: 
In Prof. N. ll. 
W inchell’s “Report on the Iron Ores of 
Minnesota’’ published in 1801, tho pro­ 
fessor, after pointing out the strong 
probability of finding large quanities of 
iron ore in Aitkin and Crow Wing coun­ 
ties, suggests the development and use 
of such deposits by smelting the ore 
within the state, and for this region he 
urges tho opening of a canal to the head 
of steamship navigation at St. Paul in 
tho following words on page 211. 
“ In the event of the development of 
our iron ore industry further west, say 
between Dull th and the Mississippi 
river, whotlier it be in the conversion of 
ore or steel by charcoal process or not, 
there can be no doubt th a t the Missis­ 
sippi river itself will become tho chief 
avenue of transportation, and that the 
coals of IowTa and Illinois will be the ob­ 
jective points. There is no cheaper way 
ofjtrnnsporting freight like iron ore than 
by water, and there are no cheaper wa­ 
ter ways than rivers and canals. The 
route oil tho Mississippi by river to 
points near the coal fields of Illinois and 
Iowa would compete successfully with 
th at by lake from Two Harbors to 
Cleveland. Tho Mississippi is navigable 
without improvement between St. Paul 
and tho gulf of Mexico. 
There are 
rapids and water falls between St. Paul 
and Aitkin where locks and canals 
would have to be constructed.” 
Professor Winchell s prophecy as to 
iron ore is now being realized and his 
canal and furnace scheme should next 
be worked out. The Republican von 
tures to add that tho smelting of ore in 
this region would be a logical continu­ 
ance of the past movement of iron furn­ 
aces westward and would place Minne­ 
sota in a position to supply not only the 
Mississippi valley, but regions accessi­ 
ble through the gulf of Mexico and the 
Panam a canal as well. 
As to the discovering of ore in Aitkin 
and Crow’ Wing counties, drilling has 
greatly added to the many millions of 
tons found heretofore, and, especially as 
tho formation is better understood, ores 
of the higher grades are more oasily 
found. Tho depth of some of the de­ 
posits tends to mnko one dizzy. 
One 
hole on section I, town 40, range 29, is 
reported 900 feet deep, 810 feet of which 
is in ore and tho bottom of which is still 
in oro. 
Several other holes uro said to 
be 400 to 700 feet in ore. 
T he day cannot be far d ista n t when 
this immense latent resource will cause 
no small stir and development and here 
is a great opportunity for long headed 
Minnesotans to secure to this region il ­ 
legitimate profits. 
It is noticeable th at the iron b e a r s 
aro active in the region. 
It hasbeen 
persistently report I 
the 
Pickands, 
M ather Co. had abandoned the Jones­ 
ville property, explorations in this shaft 
being unsatisfactory, b u t careful in­ 
quiry develops the fact th at they aro 
paying very substantial advance royal­ 
ties on it. 
It hasbeen also reported that the
